The blast blew a great hole in 


:hc starboard side of the ship. At 
ore port hole appeared a workman 
'.rapped below. He pleaded with his 
fellow workers ashore to rescue him 
A hose was mrncd on him .while 
workers raised a cry of "ladders, 
ladders, for God's sake, ladders." 


When ladders were brought res- 


cuers worked desperately. Firemen 
in jrns masks descended into 
thy 


smoke-filled 
hold. 
Bodies

hauled up with ropes and the injur- 
ed rushed to hospitals. 


An hour after the explosion four 


bodies had been recovered. A has- 
ty check up of workers showed four 
more missing.

It is retried that there is formidable opposition in the 


council to the plan to have a woman "take part in the delibera- 
tions in the fire and police body. 


The opposition appears to center around the argument that 


the fire and police commission is "no place for a lady." The 
delicate and intimate questions which come before the body for 
discussion from time to time, we are told, precludes a woman 
from becoming a useful member and also handicap full and free 
discussion on the part of the men on the commission. 


* * * 


This sort of argument is cousin to that of "keeping woman 


to her place." We have emerged from the period wherein wo- 
man was not permitted to take a full and free part in the exer- 
cise of citizenship. 
. 


Shall false standards of modesty prevent woman from tak-
